Ex-Governor l.'owden of Illinois is in New England lo de- 


liver :i number of addresses, and the first was given lasl Friday 
at East Northfield, Mass., before the Ml. Hermon School for 


' Boys, one of (he institutions founded by the celebrated evan- 


gelist, Dwiglit L. Moody. 


In the course of his address Mr. Lowileii brought out many 


facts which should be of interest and value to young students, 
saying among other things: "One of America's great dangers 
is the tendency to think that the most desirable thing in life is 
a minimum of labor." 
lie pronounced this tendency inosl 


regrettable and added: "In order to establish that proposition 
we have to prove that work is an evil in itself. But if fabor 
•was the penalty for man's first sin, iheii it is also the open 
door by which we can re-enter liden. 
Life cannot be happy 


unless we feel a joy in our work and in serving our fellows." 


What Mr. Lowden said about the tendency to avoid labor is, 


unfortunately, only too true. Every person knows that (be 
chief effort today is to get the largest amount of pay for the 
smallest amount"of work. There are individuals who still en- 
lertain the old-fashioned idea of doing a real day's work for a 
fair day's pay, but the great mass of people who work for a 
living appear to feel (hat the less work they can do and draw 
iheir pay, the better off they are. Most of these people are in- 
nocent of wrong intent. They have simply been engulfed by 
the prevailing notion that such is the case and are swept along 
with the tide,, most of them having given the matter little 
thought or personal allention. 


But the idea is one thai must be banished before the country 


can enjoy that state of prosperity and progress for which all 
are longing. The people must learn that production is the 
secret of (rue advancement, and that production can come 
only from continued well directed effort. The country is not 
benefited by taking money out of the pocket of one man and 
placing in that of another. An individual may profit by such a 
Iransaclion, but not the country." For. the. general advance- 
ment all exchanges must be fair, and it is not fair for a man to 
be obliged to take less than, he earns for a day's work, or to 
take more for a day's work than he earns. In either case there 
is an injustice, from which evil results invariably come sooner 
or later to all concerned. 


This country was built up by hard work. 
H is not neces- 


sai-v, with modern improvements and devices, to work now as 
our forefathers did, but it is necessary to work, and those who 
are leaching that the largest amount of pay for the smallest 
amount of work is the proper thing are poorly serving Iheic 
country and their fellow workers. 


Production means increased wealth, and that is the thing 


that should be aimed al. 
Real prosperity does not depend 


upon prices and wages to any such extent as is commonly 
supposed. 
With large production and ;i fair balance between 


prices and wages there would be prosperity for all, work for all 
and contentment for all. 


But the idea of reducing work lo the minimum has gamed a 


strong hold, and just how il is lo be removed is not yel clear. 
H is well that men like Ex-Governor Lowden and olhers who 
have lime and (he inclination to think should speak, and speak 
plainly, on (his subjecl, which is one of the ulmosl importance. 
It will be a happy day for this country if the lime ever comes 
when the present erroneous view on the question of labor is 
swept aside and all learn to "feel a joy in their work and in 
serving their fellows."
